Question 13 : We believe the CIA should be charged 
with support of ODNI. The phrase 
"and other administrative support" 
should be clarified. Perhaps "and 
all other administrative support" 
would be better wording. The 
intent should be to provide all other 
services necessary, i.e., security 
personnel, commo, logistics (includ- 
ing space, services, procurement, 
supply, printing, real estate and 
rental, contracting, construction, 
alteration, utilities, and architect- 
ural support), training, medical, data 
processing, and finance activities. 


Questions 14 and 15 : No Comment 


Question 16 : We agree with the proposed wording 
for a new subsection at the end of 
Section 413 except that "administra- 
tive and technical" should be defined 
(see Question 13 above).

Question 18 : There is no Section 412(a) (6).

421(a) (6); we agree with the additional 
wording "employees; contractors; and 
employees of contractors."
